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INTRODUCTION 


During  the  time  you  children  were  away  at  prepar¬ 
atory  school  and  college  and  the  twins  were  in  the  Army 
and  Navy,  I  conceived  the  idea  of  adding  to  my  weekly 
letters,  in  addition  to  the  regular  home  news  and  replies 
to  your  respective  letters  during  the  week,  an  enlarged 
second  section. 

It  began  with  a  Bible  verse  and  a  prayer  each  week 
and  grew  gradually  until  I  included  a  poem,  a  personal 
observation,  a  hymn  or  song  and  a  brief  biographical 
sketch  of  some  member  of  our  family. 

I  started  first  with  our  own  family— their  birthdays, 
schooling,  accomplishments— then  the  grandparents  on 
both  sides,  aunts  and  uncles  and,  later,  the  cousins. 

I  have  taken  just  the  blood  line  and  have  made  no 
attempt  to  go  farther  than  your  great,  great  grandpar¬ 
ents,  because  (1)  I  had  no  historical  data,  did  not  know 
where  to  find  this,  and  (2)  It  would  have  been  too  great 
a  task  for  me  to  attempt,  for  the  meager  value.  I  haven’t 
tried  to  go  beyond  the  blood  lines,  as  for  example— if  the 
uncle  was  in  direct  line  I  tried  to  complete  his  biography 
and  give  just  the  birth  date  and,  in  some  cases,  the  death 
date  of  the  wife.  As  in  most  cases  the  aunt  was  in  the 
blood  line,  I  gave  her  biography  and  most  often  just 
briefly  cited  the  birth  and  death  dates  and  the  occupa¬ 
tion  of  the  husband. 
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Because  of  the  accessibility  of  pictorial  records  and 
because  these  biographies  concerned  our  family  most 
intimately,  I  have  made  special  effort  to  reproduce  our 
pictures  through  the  years  and  those  of  our  homes.  For 
other  members  of  the  family  I  have  tried  to  secure  the 
latest  pictures  available. 

This  data  has  been  gathered  for  you,  my  children, 
so  that  it  might  be  helpful  to  you  in  judging  your  own 
characteristics,  many  of  which  were  undoubtedly  ob¬ 
tained  from  your  forebears.  But  what  you  make  of  your¬ 
self  depends  more  upon  you  than  upon  your  ancestors. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  your  ancestors  came  to 
this  country  as  pioneers,  with  daring,  faith  and  a  belief 
in  God  and  with  only  the  schooling  that  that  period 
readily  afforded.  As  we  follow  through  in  the  next 
generation  we  note  that  more  were  graduated  from 
high  school,  and  in  this  generation  more  from  college. 
Planned  travel  is  also  being  included  as  part  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  education. 

Most  of  our  ancestors  were  not  wealthy,  but  stood 
on  their  own  feet  and,  by  industry,  thrift  and  persever¬ 
ance,  were  good  citizens,  purchased  homes,  raised  their 
families,  believed  in  God  and  joined  the  church. 

Most  of  the  men  of  both  sides  of  the  family  were 
members  of  the  Masonic  fraternity. 
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It  is  my  wish  and  hope  that  you  all  may  be  happy 
with  your  mates  and  your  children,  so  that,  after  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  century  of  married  life,  you  can  say  with  your 
mother  and  me: 


“ Grow  old  along  with  me

CHAPTER  I 

KOENIG  FAMILY  DATES  AND  DATA 


JOSEPH  KOENIG 

Joseph  Koenig,  bom  in  Kirchenleibach,  Bavaria, 
Germany,  May  8,  1822.  Mother  died  at  his  birth,  father 
six  months  later.  He  had  three  sisters  and  one  brother. 
Was  raised  and  educated  in  a  Catholic  orphanage. 
Learned  the  shoemaker  trade. 

Remained  in  the  home  of  his  boyhood  until  1846, 
when  he  emigrated  to  America,  settling  at  Erie,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  When  he  came  to  this  country  he  continued  work¬ 
ing  at  the  shoemaker  trade,  securing  work  with  the  Doll 
Company. 

Married  Regina  Hartman  August  9,  1852.  Moved 
to  Mt.  Morris,  Ogle  County,  Illinois,  then  to  Freeport, 
Illinois,  where  he  worked  for  a  Mr.  Averill,  who  had  a 
boot  and  shoe  company.  Later  he  opened  his  shoe  shop 
in  a  little  building  on  Galena  Street  (now  Main  Street), 
where  the  Freeport  Hardware  store  is  now  located. 
There  were  then  but  few  two-story  buildings  on  the 
street,  and  the  first  railroad  was  being  built  into  the 
town.  He  continued  his  business  through  the  Civil  War 
and  later.  After  retirement  from  his  trade,  he  worked 
for  some  years  for  his  son,  William  Koenig,  in  the  fur¬ 
niture  store. 


Craftsmans  Passport  Issued  to  Joseph  Koenig  in  Germany,  February  23,  1846 
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Devoted  member  and  for  many  years  class  leader 
and  trustee  of  Freeport  Evangelical  Church.

A  man  of  excellent  character,  mild  mannered,  mod¬ 
est,  but  faithfully  and  diligently  meeting  all  of  his  obli¬ 
gations  as  a  citizen  and  father.

Regina  (Hartman)  Koenig,  born  in  Dort  Kirchheim, 
Hesse  Darmstadt,  Germany,  November  6,  1825.  In 
March  1852,  she  came  to  America  with  her  two  young 
sisters,  Margaret  and  Elizabeth,  and  landed  in  Erie, 
Pennsylvania,  where  they  had  a  brother,  William  Hart¬ 
man.  Soon  after,  August  9,  1852,  she  married  Joseph 
Koenig. 

In  1853,  with  three  other  families,  they  started  for 
the  West.  The  journey  was  made  by  ox  team  and  re¬ 
quired  several  weeks.  Finally  Freeport  was  reached, 
and  they  made  their  home  here  for  several  months.  The 
family  then  moved  to  Mt.  Morris,  Ogle  County,  where 
they  lived  until  1856,  when  they  returned  to  Freeport 
and  continued  to  make  their  home  here. 

She  loved  flowers  and  always  maintained  a  big  old- 
fashioned  garden  and  a  bay  window  of  blooming  potted 
plants.  Charter  member  of  the  Freeport  Evangelical 
Church.  Devoted  Christian,  a  typical  affectionate  grand¬ 
mother.  Always  had  a  supply  of  waffle  cookies  for  her 
grandchildren  when  they  called,  and  when  she  went 
calling  she  carried  along  a  beautiful  bouquet  of  flowers 
from  her  garden.  She  was  known  in  the  community  for 
her  many  acts  of  charity  and  kindness.  There  was  no 
task  too  great  for  her  to  perform  if  it  would  relieve  suf¬ 
fering  of  a  friend  or  neighbor.

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WILLIAM  KOENIG 

William  Koenig,  eldest  son  of  Joseph  Koenig  and 
Regina  (Hartman)  Koenig,  was  born  in  Erie,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  on  May  12,  1853.  Soon  afterward  the  family 
moved  to  Mt.  Morris,  Ogle  County,  Illinois,  where  they 
remained  for  two  years,  then  came  to  Freeport  in  1856, 
where  William  Koenig  thereafter  resided. 

Educated  in  Freeport  schools,  worked  on  a  farm  as 
a  boy,  and  at  the  age  of  16  entered  a  4-year  apprentice¬ 
ship  as  a  cabinetmaker.  Next  employed  by  J.  B.  Snyder 
for  several  years.  He  then  started  in  the  furniture  busi¬ 
ness  in  a  small  way,  in  the  spring  of  1876,  and  subse¬ 
quently  engaged  in  partnership  with  David  Hent.  The 
partnership  continued  until  1880,  when  William  Koenig 
purchased  the  interests  of  his  business  associate.

Engaged  in  furniture  and  undertaking  business  at 
83  Stephenson  Street  until  1894,  when  he  erected  the 
store  at  corner  of  Stephenson  Street  and  North  State 
Avenue.  In  these  larger  quarters  he  added  all  house 
furnishings— furniture,  stoves,  crockery,  rugs,  carpets, 
sewing  machines,  gocarts,  refrigerators,  matting,  lino- 
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leum,  curtains,  vacuum  cleaners,  Columbia  Grafonolas 
and  records.  Had  active  charge  of  his  business  until 
three  weeks  before  his  death. 

Aside  from  his  furniture  business,  he  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  buggy  and  spring  wagon  bodies  in 
company  with  Peter  Bixler,  under  the  name  of  Koenig  & 
Bixler.  This  business  was  later  consolidated  with  the 
J.  L.  Robison  Carriage  Manufacturing  Company,  with 
branches  in  Minneapolis  and  Kansas  City,  and  continued 
until  1907.

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HISTORICAL  PLAQUE 

The  Robert  F.  Koenig  family  plaque  was  designed 
by  Herman  Myre,  a  former  artist  of  the  Rawleigh  Com¬ 
pany.  It  was  intended  to  convey  a  little  of  the  history 
of  the  family  and  it  was  expected  that  the  design  might 
be  used  for  marking  linens,  on  stationery,  etc.  This 
plaque,  in  color,  has  been  hanging  over  the  fireplace  at 
Twin  Oaks  Lodge  for  many  years. 

The  center  is  an  old  English  letter  K.  In  the  circle 
in  the  upper  left-hand  corner  is  found  a  shoemaker’s 
hammer,  which  was  the  trade  of  your  great  grandfather, 
Joseph  Koenig.  The  plane  and  square  designate  the 
cabinetmaker’s  trade  of  his  son,  William  Koenig,  your 
grandfather,  who  later  developed  an  extensive  furniture 
business. 

The  right-hand  circle  shows  a  retort,  mortar  and 
pestle,  a  breaker  and  graduate,  which  indicate  the  phar¬ 
macist’s  trade  of  John  Metz,  your  great  grandfather, 
father  of  your  grandmother,  Carrie  Metz  Koenig.  They 
also  indicate  the  proprietary  medicine  business  devel¬ 
oped  by  W.  T.  Rawleigh,  your  grandfather,  father  of 
vour  mother.

The  emblem  at  the  left  is  a  33°  Scottish  Rite  Masonic 
emblem.

likeness  of  the  service  button  of  the  First  World  War. 
Below  are  the  Greek  letters,  AXZ,  Alpha  Chi  Sigma,  a 
university  fraternity  of  chemists. 

At  the  center  of  the  scroll  below  are  the  fields  of 
waving  grain  with  the  sun  shining  upon  them,  showing 
our  dependence  upon  agriculture  and  indicating  the 
little  farm,  Wild  Haven,  where  we  have  spent  so  many 
happy  years. 

The  blue  in  the  shield  symbolizes  loyalty  and  truth; 
the  golden  grain,  the  setting  sun,  generosity;  the  green 
oak  leaves  indicate  hope  and  joy,  loyalty  and  love.  As 
in  the  symbolism  of  many  countries  and  peoples,  the 
acorn  symbolizes  food  and  the  oak  leaves  shelter.

CHAPTER  II 

METZ  FAMILY  DATES  AND  DATA 


PETER  METZ 

Peter  Metz,  born  July  4,  1804  in  Hesse,  Germany. 
Married  Margaret  Dapper. 

In  May  1842  embarked  on  a  sailing  vessel  for  Amer¬ 
ica,  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  four  children  (Philip, 
last  recorded  in  Washington  County,  Wisconsin;  John,  a 
pharmacist,  later  moving  to  Lena,  Illinois;  Elizabeth, 
wife  of  A.  Kapfer,  who  died  in  Dakota,  February  1887; 
Michael,  resident  of  northern  Wisconsin). 

After  a  tedious  voyage  of  forty-eight  days,  landed 
in  New  York,  where  he  and  his  family  had  their  effects 
transferred  to  a  steamer  and  proceeded  via  the  Hudson 
River,  Erie  Canal  and  Great  Lakes  to  Milwaukee.  They 
tarried  there  two  weeks  and  then  hired  a  man  with  oxen 
to  convey  them  to  Washington  County,  Wisconsin.  The 
road  a  part  of  the  way  lay  through  an  unbroken  forest. 
Their  axes  were  often  utilized  in  chopping  down  trees 
so  that  the  team  could  effect  a  passage. 

Located  in  that  part  of  Washington  County  now 
included  in  Polk  Township.  Unloaded  his  goods  under  a 
tree.  Provided  for  the  family  until  enabled  to  put  up  a 
cabin.  No  nails,  doors  or  windows,  the  ax  being  the 
main  tool  for  the  construction  of  the  dwelling.  Neces- 
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sity  became  the  mother  of  invention.  Proceeded  to  split 
open  basswood  logs,  with  which  he  laid  a  floor;  cut 
down  small  oak  trees,  from  which  he  manufactured 
joists.  In  the  absence  of  nails,  he  whittled  out  wooden 
pins,  and  the  same  material  was  used  for  hinges  for  the 
door.  Furniture  was  also  handmade.  Rude  benches 
served  for  chairs,  and  the  beds  were  constructed  by 
means  of  poles  inserted  in  the  walls. 

Nearest  market  and  depot  for  supplies  was  Mil¬ 
waukee,  twenty-two  miles  distant,  and  to  this  point  pro¬ 
duce  was  conveyed  by  ox  team,  which,  in  returning, 
brought  home  the  needed  provisions  for  the  family. 
Wild  game  was  plenty.  Corn  meal  was  used  when  flour 
was  scarce. 

They  occupied  the  log  cabin  for  three  or  four 
years  and  then  put  up  a  more  pretentious  structure,  a 
hewn  log  house. 

Wife  died  in  1848.  In  1853,  he  retired  from  the 
farm  and  took  up  his  abode  with  his  son,  John  Metz, 
later  moving  to  Lena,  Illinois. 

His  death  took  place  January  23,  1884,  at  Lena, 
Illinois.  Buried  in  Lena  Cemetery.

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JOHN  METZ 

John  Metz,  bom  in  Hesse,  Germany,  September 
27,  1829.  In  May  1842,  his  father,  accompanied  by  his 
wife  and  four  children,  embarked  on  a  sailing  vessel  for 
America  and  settled  in  Polk  Township,  Washington 
County,  Wisconsin. 

Placed  in  school  at  an  early  age  and  obtained  a 
good  education  in  his  native  province.  Lived  with  his 
parents  in  Polk  Township  two  years;  left  home  when 
sixteen  years  of  age,  going  to  Milwaukee.  Secured  a  sit¬ 
uation  as  clerk  in  a  boot  and  shoe  store,  remaining  with 
this  employer  two  years.  Then  visited  his  uncle  in  New 
York  state,  where  he  spent  a  summer. 

Returned  to  Wisconsin  and  was  connected  with  the 
different  branches  of  the  trade  until  twenty-two  years 
old,  when  he  established  himself  in  the  boot  and  shoe 
business  in  Mayfield,  Wisconsin,  where  he  continued  un¬ 
til  1869.

CHAPTER  III 

RAWLEIGH  FAMILY  DATES  AND  DATA 


CHARLES  DAVID  RAWLEIGH 

Charles  David  Rawleigh,  born  in  Deerfield  Town¬ 
ship,  Oneida  County,  New  York,  in  1847.  Scotch,  Irish, 
English  and  German  descent. 

On  the  death  of  his  father  when  he  was  a  small  boy. 
he  went  to  Chicago  to  live  with  his  uncle,  James  T.  Raw¬ 
leigh,  a  pioneer  flour,  feed  and  grain  merchant,  whose 
business  was  located  on  the  corner  of  Monroe  and  Green 
streets.  The  family  lived  on  Washington  Boulevard.  With 
his  wealthy  uncle  he  had  all  the  comforts  of  a  good 
home  and  educational  advantages. 

On  December  24,  1863,  he  enlisted  in  Company  G, 
24th  New  York  Cavalry,  as  a  private  and  continued  to 
serve  in  the  Eastern  Army  until  July  26,  1865,  when  he 
was  honorably  discharged  from  the  service  at  Cloud 
Mills,  Virginia,  as  a  sergeant  at  18  years  of  age. 

On  his  return  to  Chicago,  his  uncle,  then  vice  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade,  secured  him  the 
position  of  official  weighmaster.  He  held  this  position 
for  a  while,  then  went  to  Iowa  County,  Wisconsin,  where 
he  married  Miss  Sarah  M.  Babcock,  daughter  of  William 
and  Eleanor  (Reed)  Babcock,  early  Wisconsin  pioneers. 
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After  marriage  he  rented  a  farm  from  his  uncle.  Lat¬ 
er  bought  a  small  piece  of  land  of  his  own  and  after  some 
years  acquired  a  140-acre  farm  which  was  improved. 
Raised  Hambletonian  and  Lexington  breeds  of  horses 
and  exhibited  some  at  the  Iowa  County  Fair.

Eleanor  (Reed)  Babcock,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Levi  Reed,  born  in  Alabama  April  8,  1822.  While  a 
small  child,  she  moved  with  her  parents  to  Tennessee. 
From  there  the  family  moved  to  Vandalia,  Fayette 
County,  Illinois,  where  she  was  united  in  marriage  with 
William  M.  Babcock  (born  September  8,  1821  in  In¬ 
diana). 

About  1848,  Mrs.  Babcock,  with  her  husband,  lo¬ 
cated  on  a  farm  near  Mineral  Point,  Wisconsin,  where 
they  resided  until  the  death  of  her  husband,  April  21, 
1898.  After  the  death  of  her  husband,  Mrs.  Eleanor  R. 
Babcock  lived  with  her  daughter,  Mrs.  S.  M.  Rawleigh, 
in  Freeport,  Illinois. 

Mrs.  Babcock  had  one  of  the  most  admirable  dis¬ 
positions.  Was  a  serene,  consistent  and  well  poised  char¬ 
acter,  whose  attitude  invariably  brought  out  the  best  in 
her  friends  and  associates.  She  was  a  comfort  and  in¬ 
spiration  to  her  children  and  grandchildren,  to  whom 
she  often  told  true  Indian  stories.  Her  counsel  was  al¬ 
ways  constructive.  She  had  a  fixed  confidence  in  human¬ 
ity  and  the  conviction  that  the  world  was  growing  better. 
She  never  complained,  was  never  ill  tempered,  fretful 
or  impatient. 

Enjoyed  garden  flowers  and  in  winter  her  home  was 
abundantly  supplied  with  potted  plants.  A  student  of 
current  events  and  a  close  reader  of  the  daily  press  al- 
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most  up  to  the  time  of  her  death.  She  seemed  to  have 
what  is  often  called  “second  sight,”  in  her  ability  to 
thread  a  needle  without  the  use  of  glasses  when  she  was 
over  90  years  old. 

One  of  the  songs  Mrs.  Babcock  sang  in  her  early  life 
she  sang  again  to  her  daughter  but  a  few  weeks  before 
her  death:

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CHAPTER  V. 
HERE  AND  THERE 


First  Methodist  Church,  Freeport,  Ill. 

The  First  Methodist  Church  is  probably  the  oldest 
church  in  northern  Illinois.  In  1834  the  Reverend  L.  A. 
Sugg  was  appointed  to  organize  the  Ruffalo  Grove  mis¬ 
sion.  He  was  succeeded  in  1835  by  the  Reverend  James 
McKean,  who  preached  the  first  Methodist  sermon  in 
the  locality  now  known  as  Stephenson  County.  In  1836 
the  old  Indian  settlement  under  the  protection  of  the 
noted  Chief  Winneshiek  became  the  town  of  Freeport. 
Stephenson  County  came  into  being  in  1837,  at  which 
time  also  the  First  Methodist  congregation  was  organ¬ 
ized  in  Mr.  Guiteau’s  store,  its  then  permanent  meeting 
place. 

The  First  Methodist  congregation  met  in  the  court¬ 
house  from  the  time  it  was  built  in  1837  until  1842,  when 
the  present  site  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  was  pur¬ 
chased  at  a  sum  of  $50.00  and  a  “frail  building  of  frame 
and  stone  was  erected’’  at  a  cost  of  $2000.00.  The  build¬ 
ing  illustrated  as  a  frontispiece  is  the  third  to  be  erected 
on  the  same  site.  It  was  built  in  1904.  Eminent  preach¬ 
ers  have  occupied  its  pulpit.  The  Reverend  F.  D.  Buck- 
ley  was  the  first  resident  minister  in  Freeport  (1837-1840). 
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A  bronze  plaque  in  the  narthex  shows  the  program 
for  the  first  hundred  years,  and  lists  all  the  preachers 
who  have  served  the  church.  Picture  of  the  plaque  is 
shown  in  this  book  on  page  270. 

The  First  Methodist  Church,  Freeport,  is  consid¬ 
ered  the  most  beautiful  church  in  northern  Illinois,  be¬ 
cause  of  its  picturesque  windows,  two  of  which  are  il¬ 
lustrated  on  pages  280  &  296.  It  is  often  called  the 
church  with  the  lighted  window.” 

The  prayer  chapel,  in  the  southeast  tower  room,  is 
illustrated  on  page  127.

Besides  recording  some  of  the  pertinent  facts  of 
Mr.  Shannon's  life,  the  tablet  also  records  the  last  prayer  he  was  report' 
ed  to  have  read  before  the  attac\  on  the  aircraft  carrier  Bismarc\  Sea 
in  which  he  lost  his  life  and  bears  the  legend,  “A  faithful  pastor  in 
peace  as  in  war."

The  advice  of  parents  is  usually  good,  but  one  often¬ 
times  does  not  realize  it  until  it  is  too  late.

In  all  your  charities,  what  others  do  is  no  measure 
for  you.  Gauge  your  own  giving  according  to  your  means. 

Strong,  successful  characters  live  moderately  and 
control  their  habits.

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church,  for  the  place  he  holds  in  the  community  and 
city.  May  length  of  days  be  his  portion.  May  the  reward 
of  the  faithful  be  his  every  day.  Restore  perfect  health 
to  him  so  that  he  may  continue  to  serve  his  day  and  gen¬ 
eration  by  Thy  council.

I  salute  both  you  men.  You  are  my  sons  and  I  love 
you  very  deeply.  That  we  are  all  proud  of  you  both  is 
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expressing  it  mildly.  You  have  heard  the  call  of  your 
country  and  responded  by  enlistment  and  service  under 
our  flag.  This  response  is  the  highest  call  of  any  heart 
and  is  as  deep  as  the  thrill  of  life  itself.  I  know  you  will 
always  be  happy  for  your  decision,  just  as  I  was  in  1918. 

Do  your  duty  day  by  day,  keep  a  clean  record,  care 
for  your  health,  have  faith  in  your  own  ability  and  trust 
in  God. 

Next  Saturday  will  be  Christmas,  and  we  will  think 
again  of  that  angel  song  which  is  a  symbol  of  spiritual 
illumination.  The  immortal  message  of  Christmas  is  an 
angel  song,  but  the  song  is  not  enough.  We  must  go  to 
Bethlehem,  like  the  shepherds  and  the  wise  men  did.  In 
practical  words,  we  must  carry  the  angel  song,  the  spirit 
of  Christ,  through  each  day  of  the  year. 

You  will  not  be  with  us  this  Christmas,  but  we  will 
be  thinking  of  you  and  praying  for  victory  and  peace 
next  year  and  a  great  family  reunion  for  Christmas  in 
1944. 

After  this  war  is  over,  there  may  be  other  Christmas 
seasons  when  we  shall  not  all  be  together,  just  as  at  this 
time,  but  wherever  we  are  we  can  think  of  the  happy 
ones  we  had  for  21  years  together  as  a  family.  We  can 
remember  all  those  years  and  the  happy  vacations  too, 
and  we  shall  always  be  together  in  spirit  whenever  that 
holiday  comes  in  the  future. 
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Have  a  happy  day  Saturday,  the  25th  of  December. 
Go  to  church  if  you  can,  but  if  you  can’t,  try  to  go  Sun¬ 
day.  We  will  toast  you,  as  usual,  at  our  Christmas  din¬ 
ner,  the  same  as  we  do  at  every  other  meal  every  day.

THE  TOTEM  POLE,  KRAPE  PARK 

This  interesting  landmark  at  Krape  Park  was  purchased 
from  the  carver,  a  chief  of  the  Snohomish  Indians  named 
Wha-kadim  (William  Shelton)  and  shipped  in  a  special 
freight  car  direct  to  Freeport.  Each  of  the  figures  on  this 
totem  pole  is  traditional  and  symbolizes  a  special  legend¬ 
ary  story  of  the  Snohomish  Indians.  It  was  presented  to 
U.  S.  Grant  Area,  Boy  Scouts  of  America  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Robert  F.  Koenig  on  October  13,  1935. 


CHAPTER  IX 

KOENIG  FAMILY  BIOGRAPHY 


I  am  including  with  this  Koenig  Biography  a  spe¬ 
cial  genealogy  of  the  Koenig  Family  prepared  by  the 
American  Research  Bureau,  527  9th  Street,  N.  W.,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.  They  say  it  should  serve  as  a  background 
for  our  immediate  history  and  as  a  basis  for  the  geneal¬ 
ogy  of  future  generations,  and  should  be  filed  among  our 
family  records  and  other  important  documents. 

However,  I  know  of  no  personal  connection  with 
any  of  these  characters  described  and  consider  it  of  very 
little  value  as  compared  with  the  special  biographical 
sketches  in  this  volume. 

But  the  biography  of  Joe  Koenig  is  interesting.  The 
dates,  however,  do  not  compare  with  our  Joseph  Koenig, 
who  was  born  in  1822.  But  this  man  settled  around  Al¬ 
ton,  Illinois,  and  I  have  a  faint  recollection  that  some  of 
Joseph  Koenig’s  folks  had  settled  around  that  section. 
Of  course,  this  may  be  just  a  coincidence,  because  people 
emigrating  from  one  part  of  Germany  settled  in  one  part 
of  the  United  States. 

It  is  naturally  interesting  too  that  there  were  a 
Robert  Koenig  and  a  Regina  Koenig. 

HISTORICAL  AND  BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH 
OF  THE  KOENIG  FAMILY 

ORIGIN 

The  distinguished  name  of  Koenig  and  its  variant 
Konig  is  no  doubt  of  German  origin.  The  name  in  Ger- 
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man  is  King;  in  Old  High  German  it  is  Kuning  and 
Chuning;  in  Old  Continental  Saxon,  Kuning  and  in 
Dutch,  Koning.  The  name  no  doubt  meaning  king  or 
ruler  or  perhaps  a  personal  name.  Harrison  in  his  sur¬ 
names  of  the  United  Kingdom  states  the  name  is  a  nick¬ 
name  and  pageant-name.  Although  a  common  name  and 
sobriquet  in  all  ages  and  countries,  classical  antiquity 
affords  us  the  names  of  Basilius,  Archias,  Regulus, 
Caesarius  etc.,  borne  by  people  who,  as  Camden  re¬ 
marks,  'were  neither  kings,  dukes,  nor  Caesars.  There 
are  plenty  of  Lerois  in  France  and  Koenigs  in  Germany 
who  are  of  no  royal  descent;  and  it  is  only  within  a  few 
generations  that  the  kings  of  England  have  emerged 
from  a  plebeian  grade.  The  name  may  very  probably 
have  originated  in  those  popular  medieval  pastimes  in 
which  kings  of  the  Bean-of-May-of-Cockneys  of  misrule 
held  temporary  sway.  Early  records  of  the  name  are: 

John  LeKyng,  county  Norfordshire,  recorded  in  the 
Hundred  Rolls  in  the  year  1273. 

Walter  Le  Kyng,  county  Cambridgeshire,  recorded 
in  the  Hundred  Rolls  in  the  year  1273. 

Willelmus  Kyng,  recorded  in  the  year  1379  (P.  T. 
Yorks). 

William  Kinge  married  Elliner  White  in  1611-12 
(marriage  license,  London). 

Charles  Dietrich  Eberhard  Konig  (1774-1851)  min- 
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eralogist,  was  born  in  Brunswick  and  educated  at  Got¬ 
tingen;  keeper  of  the  department  of  Natural  history  in 
the  British  Museum  in  1813;  subsequently  keeper  of  the 
Mineralogical  department. 

Gustav  Koenig,  Swiss  lawyer  and  bank  director;  was 
born  in  1863;  educated  at  Bern,  Leipzig,  and  Paris 
Universities;  Barrister  in  Bern  since  1890;  member  of 
the  National  Council,  1908-17. 

Fritz  Konig,  M.  D.,  German  physician,  was  born  in 
1866;  he  was  educated  at  Marburg,  Leipzig,  Gottingen 
and  Berlin  Universities;  he  was  assistant  in  pathology  in 
1890-1900  and  in  surgery  in  1900;  chief  surgeon  at  Al- 
tone  Hospital  in  1900-1910;  professor  of  surgery  at 
Greifswald  University  since  1918.  He  published  several 
books  worthy  of  mention. 

Leo  Von  Konig,  German  artist,  was  born  in  1871. 
He  was  professor  in  the  Berlin  Academy  of  Fine  Arts; 
and  considered  an  excellent  portrait  painter. 

Richard  Konig,  Dr.,  Swiss  politician,  was  born  in 
1890;  leading  member  since  1890  of  the  Peasants,  Arti¬ 
sans  and  Middle  Class  Party  in  the  National  Council, 
Berne. 

Robert  Konig,  Ph.  D.,  German  mathematician,  was 
born  in  1885;  educated  at  Gottingen  University,  Docent 
Mathematics;  Leipzig  University  in  1911;  extra  professor 
at  Tubingen  University  in  1914;  head  of  the  B.  section  of 
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Jena  Mathematical  Institute;  also  wrote  several  publica¬ 
tions. 

Walter  Konig,  Ph.  D.,  German  chemist,  was  born 
in  1878;  specialist  in  dye-stuffs  and  chemical  refinement; 
lecturer  at  Dresden  Technical  High  School  in  1906;  re¬ 
search  chemist  to  Fr.  Bayer  in  1906-08;  Dresden  Tech¬ 
nical  High  School  in  1913. 

George  Augustus  Koenig,  May  12,  1844 -January 
14,  1913,  chemist,  mineralogist,  was  born  at  Willstatt, 
Grand  Duchy  of  Baden,  Germany,  the  son  of  Johannes 
and  Margaretha  (Pfotzer)  Koenig.  His  early  education 
was  acquired  at  the  public  schools,  the  progymnasium  at 
Kork  and  the  school  of  Moravian  Brothers  at  Lausanne, 
Switzerland.  He  studied  at  the  Polytechnikum  at  Karl- 
souhe  from  1859  to  1863,  receiving  the  degree  of 
mechanical  engineer.  In  October  1868,  he  came  to 
America  and  in  Philadelphia  began  to  manufacture  so¬ 
dium  stannate  from  tin  scraps.  In  1872,  he  was  appointed 
assistant  professor  of  chemistry  and  mineralogy  in  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  wrote  several  books 
worthy  of  mention.  He  married  October  7,  1869,  Wil- 
helmina  Marguart  of  Willstatt  and  had  issue  two  chil¬ 
dren. 

Karl  Rudolph  Konig  (1832-1901),  German  physician, 
was  born  at  Konigsberg,  (Prussia)  on  November  26,  1832, 
and  studied  at  the  university  of  his  native  town.  About 
1852,  he  went  to  Paris.  The  instruments  for  which  his 
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name  is  best  known  are  tuning-forks,  which  speedily 
gained  a  high  reputation  among  physicists  for  their  ac¬ 
curacy  and  general  excellence.  From  this  business, 
Koenig  derived  his  livelihood.  Koenig  was  the  inventor 
and  constructor  of  many  beautiful  pieces  of  apparatus 
for  the  investigation  of  acoustical  problems,  among 
which  may  be  mentioned  his  wave-sirens;  the  first  of 
which  was  shown  at  Philadelphia  in  1876,  and  of  a  tono- 
metric  apparatus  consisting  of  a  large  number  of  accu¬ 
rate  tuning  forks.  His  original  work  dealt,  among  other 
things,  with  Wheatstone’s  sound-figures,  the  character¬ 
istic  notes  of  the  different  vowels.  He  died  in  Paris,  on 
October  2,  1901. 

Joe  Koenig  was  born  in  1851,  the  eldest  son  of  four 
children  born  to  John  and  Julia  A.  (Cornue)  Koenig.  The 
father  was  born  in  Wurtenburg,  Germany,  and  came  to 
the  United  States  in  1840,  locating  at  Alton,  Illinois, 
where  he  lived  about  30  years.  It  seems  they  then  moved 
to  Newton  County,  Missouri,  in  1871  and  there  died  in 
1881.  He  had  three  children,  Victor,  Francis  Caroline 
and  Joe.  Mr.  Joe  Koenig  was  reared  in  Alton,  Illinois,  and 
there  learned  the  painter’s  trade.  He  came  to  Missouri 
with  his  father  and  married  Mary  Seifert.  They  had  four 
children,  namely,  Frances,  Julia,  Joseph  and  Clem. 

Frederick  Konig,  German  painter  and  inventor,  was 
born  at  Eisleben,  April  17,  1774  and  died  in  Oberzell, 
January  17, 1833.  He  learned  the  art  of  painting  at  Leip- 
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zig,  1790-94  and  was  active  (1803-05)  in  improving  the 
printing  press  at  Meiningen  and  Suhl. 

Friedrich  Edward  Konig,  Semitic  scholar,  was  bom 
at  Reichenbach,  Saxony,  November  15, 1846.  He  studied 
theology  and  taught  under  the  faculty  of  Leipzig  Uni¬ 
versity  in  1879.  He  wrote  many  books  worthy  of  mention. 

Heinrich  Joseph  Konig  or  Koenig,  German  author 
and  politician,  was  born  in  Fielda,  March  19,  1790  and 
died  in  Wiesboden,  September  23,  1869.  He  studied  in 
the  Fielda  gymnasium  and  Lyceum  and  was  given  an 
official  position  in  the  city  government  at  Frankfort.  He 
published  many  historical  romances  and  short  stories. 

Otto  Konig,  German  sculptor,  was  born  in  Meissen, 
January  28,  1838.  He  studied  art  at  the  Dresden  Acad¬ 
emy  and  under  Hahnel  and  later  resided  at  Vienna, 
where  he  was  appointed  in  1868,  professor  of  the  Arts 
and  Crafts  School  of  the  Austrian  Museum. 

Adolf  Koenig,  educator,  journalist,  physician,  was 
born  October  30,  1855  in  Switzerland.  Since  1879,  he 
has  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  Medicine  in  Pitts¬ 
burgh,  Pennsylvania,  and  since  1904,  has  been  professor 
of  physiology  at  the  Pittsburgh  College  of  Pharmacy. 

Robert  Koenig  (1828-1900),  German  educator  and 
author,  was  born  at  Danzig.  He  studied  philology  and 
theology  in  Berlin,  Edinburgh,  Bonn  and  Halle.  He 
wrote  a  number  of  popular  and  juvenile  books. 
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Ewald  August  Koenig  (1838-88)  German  novelist, 
whose  pseudonym  was  Ernest  Kaiser,  born  at  Barmen 
where  he  was  for  a  time  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits. 
He  later  settled  in  1882  at  Cologne. 

Johan  Gerhard  Konig  (1728-85)  Danish  botanist.  He 
was  born  in  Livland,  studied  pharmacy  and  medicine 
and  afterward  was  a  pupil  of  Linnaeus  and  in  Denmark, 
studied  under  Rottboll.  He  died  in  India.  The  genus 
Goenigia  was  named  in  his  honor  by  Linnaeus. 

Adolph  Koenig,  physician,  was  born  at  Wiggeswyl, 
Canton  of  Bern,  Switzerland,  October  30,  1855.  He 
came  to  America  with  his  parents  in  1856.  He  was  the 
son  of  Christian  and  Magdlena  Koenig.  The  son  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  at  Fawn  Township,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  and  at  the  Tarentum  Academy.  He  also  studied 
under  Dr.  James  McCain  of  Pittsburgh.  Later  he  studied 
medicine  at  the  University  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and 
at  Bellvue  Hospital  Medical  College,  New  York,  where 
he  obtained  his  M.  D.  degree  in  1879.  After  a  trip  to 
California  he  settled  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  In 
December  1886,  he  aided  in  establishing  the  Pittsburgh 
Medical  Review  and  was  one  of  its  editors  for  five  years. 
Later  he  became  its  sole  editor.  Meanwhile  the  periodi¬ 
cal  was  transferred  into  the  Pennsylvania  Medical  Jour¬ 
nal.  Dr.  Koenig  served  as  professor  of  materia  medica 
at  the  Western  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  gave 
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liberally  of  his  time  and  money  to  charity.  He  married 
Fannie  McFarlane  who  died  the  following  year  after 
they  were  married.  He  married  again  in  1895,  Mary 
Beatrice.  Six  children  were  born  of  this  marriage, 
namely,  Adolphus,  Eugene  Jeffcoat,  Rhoda  Victoria, 
Beatrice  Iseli,  Oliva  and  Frances  Mary. 

McKenzie’s  Colonial  Families  in  the  United  States 
lists  the  name  of  Regina  Koenig  whose  daughter,  Re¬ 
gina  Mast,  married  Willis  Milnir  Mast  at  Los  Angeles, 
California,  in  1877.  Regina  Koenig  was  the  wife  of 
Lieutenant  John  Mast. 

The  Records  of  the  Swedes  Church,  Philadelphia, 
show  that  on  October  30,  1794,  Christina  Koenig  was 

joined  in  lawful  marriage  to  Christian  Hamrich. 

George  Konig,  a  representative  from  Maryland,  born 
near  North  Point,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  January  26, 
1865;  moved  in  infancy  with  his  parents  to  Baltimore, 
Maryland;  was  self-educated;  worked  on  a  ship  as  calker 
for  10  years;  superintendent  and  general  manager  of 
Baltimore  Pulverizing  Company,  1894;  in  1913,  was 
member  of  the  city  council  of  Baltimore;  1903-11,  elect¬ 
ed  as  a  Democrat  to  the  62nd  and  63rd  Congresses;  and 
served  until  his  death  in  Baltimore  on  May  31,  1913. 
Faust  and  Brumbach  lists  of  Swiss  Emigrants  in  the  18th 
century  to  the  American  Colonies  lists  the  Koenig  sur¬ 
name.  (See  entry  on  Page  70). 

The  earliest  American  record  we  can  find  of  the 
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Koenig  surname  is  that  of  John  Adams  Koenig,  a  Pala¬ 
tine,  whose  name  appears  in  the  first  of  four  lists  of  Pal¬ 
atine,  compiled  by  the  Reverend  John  Tribbeko  and  the 
Reverend  George  Reiperti.  The  lists  were  compiled  in 
June  1709.  These  lists  were  re-published  by  the  New 
York  Genealogy  and  Biographical  Records  Volume  40, 
pages  49-54,  93-100,  160-167,  241-248  and  Volume  41, 
10-19. 

They  are  also  set  forth  in  early  Palatine  Immigration 
by  Knittle.  The  Koenig  or  Konig  name  appears  early  in 
American  History.  At  the  courthouse  in  Philadelphia  on 
December  22,  1744,  there  was  recorded  a  list  of  foreign¬ 
ers  whose  names  were  underwritten  who  did  on  that  day 
and  year  take  the  usual  oath  and  qualifications  to  the 
government.  In  said  list  appear  Christian  and  Samuel 
Konig.  There  are  ample  records  of  the  Koenig  or  Konig 
surname  in  North  America  from  1832  to  the  end  of  the 
American  Revolution.  There  are  records  of  Abraham, 
Balzar,  Catherine,  Christel,  Christian,  Ludwig,  David, 
Franz,  Gabriel,  George,  Henrick,  Gutfred,  Hans,  Hans 
George,  Hendrick  and  many  other  pioneers  all  bearing 
the  above  surname  for  a  more  detailed  list  see  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Surname  Pioneer  by  Straussburger  and  Hinks. 

Henry  Titus  Koenig,  Scientist.  In  the  annals  of 
modern  science  the  name  of  Henry  Titus  Koenig  oc¬ 
cupies  a  distinguished  place.  He  became  an  outstanding 
authority  on  the  uses  and  production  of  radium  when  he 
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was  still  a  little  more  than  a  young  man  and  his  pioneer 
researches  in  the  field  served  to  win  him  international 
fame,  excepting  only  Madam  Curie.  He  was  the  world  s 
most  renowned  radium  scientist  and  his  genius  opened 
a  new  pathway  which  is  of  incalculable  value  to  man¬ 
kind.  He  was  born  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  July  14, 
1891;  son  of  George  and  Barbara  Koenig.  His  father 
who  was  born  in  Wurtenburg,  Germany,  was  a  well- 
known  inventor.  On  his  honeymoon  he  came  to  America 
but  was  so  impressed  by  the  opportunities  of  this  coun- 
try  that  he  remained  here.  On  June  30,  1917,  Henry 
Titus  Koenig  married  Elizabeth  Bowditch  Fay. 

THE  FAMILY  COAT  OF  ARMS 

According  to  Rietstop’s  Armorial  Armory  there  are 
only  two  coat-of-arms  belonging  to  the  Koenig  family. 
The  coat-of-arms  from  Saxe,  France,  is  as  follows: 

ARMORIAL  COAT: 

Azure  a  crown  or  and  gules  in  center  of  shield. 

EXPLANATION  AND  DESCRIPTION 
of  the  coloring  and  symbols  of  the  above  armorial  coat: 

AZURE  (or  blue)  signifies  loyalty  and  truth.  It  was 
the  colour  devoted  to  the  Virgin  by  the  Roman  Church. 

CROWN  signifies  royal  and  seigniorial  authority. 
Also  has  reference  to  the  acquisition  or  defence  of  some 
earthly  crown,  or  to  the  hope  of  inheriting  one  in  a 
brighter  and  happier  world. 
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OR  (yellow  or  gold)  denotes  generosity  and  eleva¬ 
tion  of  mind. 

GULES  (or  red)  denotes  military  fortitude  and  mag¬ 
nanimity.  It  is  also  the  'martyr  s  colour.’’ 

Reitstop’s  Armorial  General  gives  about  35  differ¬ 
ent  coat-of-arms  belonging  to  the  Konig  family.  The 
Konig  Coat-of-arms  from  Bale,  Germany,  is  as  follows: 

ARMORIAL  COAT: 

Gules  a  saltire,  vert. 

EXPLANATION  AND  DESCRIPTION 
of  the  colorings  and  symbols  of  the  above  armorial  coat: 

GULES  (or  red)  denotes  military  fortitude  and  mag¬ 
nanimity.  It  is  also  the  "martyr’s  colour.” 

SALTIRE  (or  St.  Andrew’s  Cross)  is  the  symbol  of 
resolution  and  Guillim  says,  it  is  the  reward  of  such  as 
have  scaled  the  walls  of  towns. 

VERT  (or  green)  signifies  hope,  joy  and,  sometimes, 
loyalty  in  love.
